ANN RYLANDS 
Violin 


One of the best known of the Players, 
since she was one of the founders and 
has been musical director since the begin- 
ning, Ann was a scholarship student of 
Ivan Galamian, a graduate of Oberlin 
Conservatory and Juilliard, and made 
her debut recital at Carnegie Recital Hall. 
She was soloist with the San Antonio 
and Dallas Symphonies and with the 
Orchestral Society in Town Hall. She has 
been an Artist-in-Residence at Muhlenberg College, Assistant Professor of Violin at 
Shenandoah Conservatory of Music, and is now Associate Professor of Violin at 
Ithaca College. She also is first violinist with the Lenape Chamber Ensemble. 


JULIAN TRYCZYNSKI 
Cello 


The second of Poland’s great gifts to the 
Craftsbury Chamber Players, we are very 
delighted to welcome Julian back for his 
third season with us. Presently an Artist- 
in-Residence at Queens University in 
Kingston, Ontario, he is also a member 
of the Vaghy String Quartet. He is a 
graduate of the Yale School of Music 
where he studied with Aldo Parisot, and 
of the Cracow Conservatory in Poland, 
where he was winced a special prize at the cello competition in Pornan in 1974. 
He also received second prize in the International Cello Competition in Joao 
Pessoa, Brazil in 1978. He has appeared with the Lublin and Pornan Symphonies 
and the Cracow Symphony in Poland, and the Wakeshorn (Wisconsin) Symphony. 
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MARY ROWELL 
Violin 


A native of Craftsbury, Vermont, Mary 
Rowell has studied with Joseph Gingold, 
Samuel Rhodes, Felix Galimir, Sally 
Thomas and Ivan Galamian at Juilliard. 
She has also attended Meadowmount 
School and holds bachelors and masters 
degrees from the Juilliard School. Mary 
has performed with the New York String 
Orchestra with Alexander Schneider, and 





with the Cleveland Chamber Music Seminar. She has been soloist with the Vermont 
Symphony Orchestra and a resident musician with BARGEMUSIC, LTD., in New 
York. This season she appeared with the S.E.M. Ensemble, presenting music of 
John Cage at the Whitney Museum in New York, in Washington, D.C., and on 
their spring European tour. 


MARY ELEANOR BRACE 
Cello 


Beginning her association with the Cham- 
ber Players as a guest artist for many 
years, Mary Eleanor played trios with 
Ann Rylands and Mary Anthony Cox 
even before the Players were born in 
Craftsbury in 1966. From her residence in 
Pennsylvania she directs the Lenape 
Chamber Ensemble which includes many 
players who are also members of the 
Craftsbury Chamber Players. During the 
years when she was not in Vermont she was playing with the Santa Fe Opera Or- 
chestra and at the Grand Teton Music Festival (1972-8). A graduate of the University 
of Texas and Juilliard, she studied with Zara Nelsova and Janos Starker and 
appeared with the Pro Arte Trio in its 1969 Town Hall recital. She has also served 
on the faculties of Glassboro State College, the New School of Music in Philadelphia, 
and Muhlenberg College. 
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RICHARD PRESSON 
Double Bass 

Making his third guest appearance with 
the Craftsbury Chamber Players this 
season, Mr. Presson has been with the 
Vermont Symphony since 1976 and also 
has recorded Jazz and Folk Music with 
Philo Records. He studied Double Bass at 
Indiana University and was principal with 
the Mobile (Ala.) Symphony for two 
seasons before moving to Jericho, Vt. He 
is Staff Electric Engineer at IBM in 
Essex Aanton and lists among his other many interests: home computers, piano, 
tennis and ham radio. We are delighted to have him with us again this season. 





PAMELA GUIDETTI 
Flute 


A frequent quest artist with the Players 
for more than ten years, Pamela is well- ° 
known to audiences all over the North- 
east, playing with the Vermont Symphony 
Orchestra, the Portland (Maine) Sym- 
phony, the Bethlehem Bach Festival Or- 
chestra, and the Boston Opera Orchestra. 
She received her early training in the 
Midwest and after obtaining the B.M. at 
Indiana University, studied with Marcel 
Moyse. She was winner of the 1976 Concert Artist Guild Competition in New 
York before her 1977 Carnegie Recital Hall debut. Her numerous radio and TV 
appearances have included the NBC Today Show, and she continues to perform 
extensively in the U.S., Canada, Spain and Venezuela, while presently serving on 
the faculty of music at Dartmouth College. 





LESZEK BARNAT 
Violin 


A graduate of the Cracow Academy of 
Music, Leszek gave solo performances 
and toured with the Cracow Philharmonic 
Chamber Orchestra through France, East 
and West Germany, Czechoslovakia, and 
Rumania, as well as his native Poland, 
before coming to the U.S. He studied 
with Ivan Galamian and Sally Thomas 
at the Juilliard School and in New York 
he is presently associated with the Metro- 
politan Opera Orchestra. He also plays with the Lenape Chamber Ensemble 
and this winter collaborated with Mary Anthony Cox in a recital tour of Vermont. 
They were joined by Evelyn Jacobs and Frances Rowell in a recital at the Madison 
Ave. Presbyterian Church in New York during April. This is Leszek’s sixth season 
as a regular member of the Players. 
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MARY ANTHONY COX 
Piano 


One of the founding members of the 
Craftsbury Chamber Players, she has 
been a faculty member of the Curtis 
Institute of Music in Philadelphia, and 
the University of Montreal, and con- 
tinues as a faculty member of the Juilliard 
School in New York. She lived for 
ten years in Paris while studying at 
the Conservatoire National de Musique, 
and with Robert and Gaby Casadesus 
and Nadia Boulanger. In New York she studied with Rosina Lhevinne and 
Jeaneane Dowis, and before leaving her native south, she gave solo performances 
with the Montgomery Symphony Orchestra, the Birmingham Symphony, and the 
Atlanta Pops. A highlight of this past season was her collaboration with Susan 
Halligan on a program of two-piano music which they presented in Burlington and 
at Middlebury, Johnson and Dartmouth Colleges.

Mezzo-soprano 


Jenneke has sung with the Craftsbury 
Chamber Players since the group began 
on Craftsbury Common. She has given re- 
citals and appearances throughout the 
East, including at Carnegie Recital Hall, 
the Marlboro Music Festival, Sante Fe 
Opera, Contemporary Chamber En- 
semble and Philadelphia Composer's 
Forum.

Piano 


Returning this summer for her third season 
with the Players, Elizabeth Temple is a 
member of the faculty of the Shenandoah 
Conservatory of Music in Virginia, where 
she performs in the Shenandoah Trio. 
She began her musical studies and gave 
her first public performances at age five, 
then later obtained degrees from Indiana, 
the University of Pennsylvania, and West 
Virginia University. She was a student of 
Herman Godes and Arthur Balsam, and has been staff accompanist at the Chautauqua 
Summer School of Music. 





EVELYN JACOBS 
Viola 


Principal Violist of the Bethlehem Bach 
Festival Orchestra, Evelyn has an ex- 
tremely active musical life in Philadelphia 
where she is also Principal Violist with 
the Philadelphia Opera Company and 
performs with the Ancient Instruments 
Society, the Lenape Chamber Ensemble, 
and the Amado String Quartet. She is 
a graduate of the Curtis Institute of Music 
where she studied with Max Aranoff, 
and is now a faculty member of the New School in Philadelphia. A popular 
guest artist for several seasons with the Players, she has been a vital part of the group 
since she became a regular player in 1972. 





LIONEL PARTY 
Harpsichord 


Our special guest for the eighth (Baroque) 
concert of the season is Chilean-born 
Lionel Party who has been acclaimed 
as one of today’s outstanding harpsi- 
chordists. First Prize winner at the Leipzig 
International Bach Competition, he has 
toured the major capitals of Europe, and 
performed at the Smithsonian Institution, 
the Gardner Museum and appeared ex- 
tensively in the Aston Magna concerts. 
In New York he has been heard at the Metropolitan Museum, Hunter College, 92nd 
Street “Y” and Alice Tully Hall with the Chamber Music Society of Lincoln Center. 
His recordings include a rare performance of the music of Frescobaldi played on 
antique instruments in the collection of the Metropolitan Museum of Art. Mr. Party is a 
member of the faculty at the Juilliard School. 
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SUSAN HALLIGAN 
Piano 


A graduate of the Juilliard School where 
she was a scholarship student of Beveridge 
Webster, Ms. Halligan was awarded the 
Morris Loeb Memorial Prize for outstand- 
ing musicianship upon receiving her degree 
there. She swas finalist in the Geneva 
International Competition, and won the 
highest prize at the Munich International 
Competition. She has since performed 
extensively throughout the U.S. and in 
Europe, and since moving to Vermont has performed in recitals, chamber music 
and as soloist with the Vermont Symphony Orchestra. She is presently Assistant 
Professor of Humanities at Johnson State College. 
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FRANCES ROWELL 
Cello 


Frances Rowell, a native Vermonter, has 
studied the cello with Julia LeBlanc, Peter 
Brown, David Wells (at the Manhattan 
School of Music), and Channing Robbins - 
at Juilliard, where she recently earned her 
masters degree. She received her chamber 
music training at the Meadowmount 
School of Music, the Cleveland Chamber 
Music Seminar, in master classes with 
members of the Guarneri and Juilliard h 
String Quartets, and from Josef Gingold, Misha Schneider, Claus Adam, and 
William Lincer. She has been a soloist with the Vermont Symphony Orchestra and 
has played in chamber ensembles throughout Vermont and in the New York 
Metropolitan Area. For two seasons she was staff cellist with the Point Count Point 
chamber music camp in Brandon, Vt. This Spring she presented a recital of Russian 
music for the cello at the Juilliard School. 





EFRAIN GUIGUI 
Clarinet 


Our special guest this season is familiar 
to all Vermont musical enthusiasts. As 
the popular conductor of the Vermont 
Symphony Orchestra, audiences have, 
however, only rare opportunities to hear 
him in performance in chamber ensemble. 
We are very pleased to be able to provide 
this opportunity as part of our 1982 
season. Maestro Guigui’s career as a 
conductor, in fact, grew along with a 
parallel career in performance - named principal clarinet of the prestigious Colon 
Theater Orchestra at the age of 16, he subsequently moved to New York where he 
played in numerous orchestras including the New York Philharmonic, and was in- 
volved in the premieres of many new works for the clarinet. Better known is that 
Maestro Guigui was born in Argentina — graduated from the Buenos Aires Con- 
servatory and worked with such famous conductors as Furtwaengler, von Karajan, 
and Klemperer before being invited by Aaron Copland to work with him in Tangle- 
wood. Later study at Boston University led to conducting the American Ballet 
Theater for a season, the Puerto Rico Symphony at the Pablo Casals Festival, and 
his subsequent work with orchestras in Mexico and South America. His New 
England conducting schedule began when he became Maestro of the VSO in 1974, 
and it includes conducting the Dartmouth Symphony Orchestra and the Composers’ 
Conference at Johnson as well as the many activities of the VSO.

Craftsbury Chamber Players was started in 1966 by 
four highly talented young musicians who had become 
close friends while students at Oberlin Conservatory 
and the Juilliard School. Their dream had been to 
found a top notch summer music festival in a beautiful 
country setting. Fortunately for music lovers of northern 
New England, that beautiful country setting turned out 
to be the Caspian Lake area of Vermont’s Northeast 
Kingdom. 

For the first four years the concerts were held in the 
dining hall of Sterling School in Craftsbury Common. 

In 1970 the group moved to Hardwick Town House, a 
late 19th century building with exceptionally fine 
acoustics. 

Today there are ten Players-in-Residence, augmented 
each season through appearances by a number of guest 
artists. A parallel series each Friday evening at St. Paul’s 
Cathedral in Burlington is now in its second year. The 
Mini-Concert Series will return this year on a new day 
and time: Fridays at 2:30 p.m. in Hardwick. 

In 1982 the Craftsbury Chamber Players is celebrating 
its 17th anniversary with the return of several popular 
guest artists, and imaginative programming, featuring 
new works as well as popular favorites.
